works — sometimes even the vol- 
untary 
censorship of a church 


which depends on no law of the 
state or nation — let me cite you 
a case right here in Hope. 


Back in the 1930's a motion pic- 


ture came to the old Saenger thea- 
ter under the name "So This Is 
Africa." It was a Columbia Pic- 
tures production starring the com- 
edy team of Wheeler & Woolsey. 


,-^j But I didn't think it was funny. 
' 
• In fact I wrote in this newspaper 


the following day that it was the 
dirtiest picture I had ever seen — 
and I exercised the seldom-used 
right of a newspaper owner to or- 
der the Wheeler & Woolsey name 
barred from our advertising col- 
umns. 


I was puzzled by the fact that 


most people who saw the picture 
here thought I was overly excited. 
Nevertheless I exercised a judg- 


'•f.mcnt based on a wide acquaintance 


With literature, the stage, and the 
movies. 


Now there was gathering about 


this same time a voluntary nation- 
wide censorship group known as 
the Catholic League of Decency. 
Nine months after I wrote and 
published my own report the Lea 
gue issued a list of the 10 most 
indecent pictures of the year — 
and No. 1 on the list was none 


*tt,other than "So This Is Africa." 
*^' 
Working among their own church 


members the Catholic League per- 
formed a good and worth-while 
service. Even so, the League black- 
balled "The Miracle" about a year 
ago, and when an effort was made 
to bar its showing in the East 
by police order the exhibitors went 
to court. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled for the exhibi- 
tors, holding that in this instance 
the Leauge did not claim the pic- 
* ture was indecent, but objected to 


it on theological grounds. 


The fact that it was a Catholic 


group is beside the point. Protes 
tants given 
censorship powers 


would have fallen irjto error just 
85 inevitably. And I do give the 
Catholics credit for many years 


voluntary policing of the films, 


/beginning with "So This Is Afri- 
ca." Incidentally, that picture cook- 


" ed the comedy team of Wheeler 
!& Woolsey. 


If you don't believe in the power 


of local discussion and voluntary 
censorship let me point out to you 
that once upon a time Wheeler & 
Woolsey starred in that triumph 
of all movie musicals, "Rio Rita' 
r- and then let their talent slip 
until the public ran them off the 
screen. 


One Sentenced 
for Bigamy, 
Court Adjourns 


Circuit Judge C. R. Huic in a 


special adjourned day' of the Hemp 
stead Circuit Court held Thurs- 
day afternoon sentenced Lee Er- 
nest Smith to three years in the 
penitentiary for Bigamy and one 
year in the penitentiary for aband 
onmcnt of two minor children. 


In 1945 Smith married Dorothy 


Black and two small children were 
born to this marriage. Without the 
formality of a divorce and after 
he had abandoned his first fam- 
ily in 1951 he married Florence 
Bcnton. One child was born to 
this union. 


Then in March, 1952, Smith left 


and went to Portland, Oregon. He 
did not in any way support either 
o£ his wives or any'ol his child- 
ren thereafter. 


Deputy Sheriff Allen Shipp re- 


cently returned him to the Hemp- 
stead County Jail after he was 
arrested in Portland at the request 
of Sheriff Claud Sulton on informa- 
tions Tiled in the Circuit Clerk's 
office against him by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney G. W. Lobkadoo.

Back in the 1930's a motion pic- 


ture came to the old Saenger thea- 
ter under the name "So This Is 
Africa." It was a Columbia Pic- 
tures production starring the com- 
edy team of Wheeler & Woolsey. 


,-^j But I didn't think it was funny.

• In fact I wrote in this newspaper 


the following day that it was the 
dirtiest picture I had ever seen — 
and I exercised the seldom-used 
right of a newspaper owner to or- 
der the Wheeler & Woolsey name 
barred from our advertising col- 
umns. 


I was puzzled by the fact that 


most people who saw the picture 
here thought I was overly excited. 
Nevertheless I exercised a judg- 


'•f.mcnt based on a wide acquaintance 


With literature, the stage, and the 
movies. 


Now there was gathering about 


this same time a voluntary nation- 
wide censorship group known as 
the Catholic League of Decency. 
Nine months after I wrote and 
published my own report the Lea 
gue issued a list of the 10 most 
indecent pictures of the year — 
and No. 1 on the list was none 


*tt,other than "So This Is Africa." 
*^' 
Working among their own church 


members the Catholic League per- 
formed a good and worth-while 
service. Even so, the League black- 
balled "The Miracle" about a year 
ago, and when an effort was made 
to bar its showing in the East 
by police order the exhibitors went 
to court. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled for the exhibi- 
tors, holding that in this instance 
the Leauge did not claim the pic- 
* ture was indecent, but objected to 


it on theological grounds. 


The fact that it was a Catholic 


group is beside the point. Protes 
tants given 
censorship powers 


would have fallen irjto error just 
85 inevitably. And I do give the 
Catholics credit for many years 


voluntary policing of the films,

ca." Incidentally, that picture cook-

If you don't believe in the power 


of local discussion and voluntary 
censorship let me point out to you 
that once upon a time Wheeler & 
Woolsey starred in that triumph 
of all movie musicals, "Rio Rita' 
r- and then let their talent slip 
until the public ran them off the 
screen. 


One Sentenced 
for Bigamy, 
Court Adjourns 


Circuit Judge C. R. Huic in a 


special adjourned day' of the Hemp 
stead Circuit Court held Thurs- 
day afternoon sentenced Lee Er- 
nest Smith to three years in the 
penitentiary for Bigamy and one 
year in the penitentiary for aband 
onmcnt of two minor children. 


In 1945 Smith married Dorothy 


Black and two small children were 
born to this marriage. Without the 
formality of a divorce and after 
he had abandoned his first fam- 
ily in 1951 he married Florence 
Bcnton. One child was born to 
this union. 


Then in March, 1952, Smith left 


and went to Portland, Oregon. He 
did not in any way support either 
o£ his wives or any'ol his child- 
ren thereafter. 


Deputy Sheriff Allen Shipp re- 


cently returned him to the Hemp- 
stead County Jail after he was 
arrested in Portland at the request 
of Sheriff Claud Sulton on informa- 
tions Tiled in the Circuit Clerk's 
office against him by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney G. W. Lobkadoo. 


The sentence of one year was the 


maximum that Judge Huic could 
give Smith on this charge despite 
the fact that his two children ol 
His first marriage had been for 
a considerable period of time draw 
ing Aid for Dependent Children 
through the Hempstead County Wei 
Care.

the Catholic League of Decency. 
Nine months after I wrote and 
published my own report the Lea 
gue issued a list of the 10 most 
indecent pictures of the year — 
and No. 1 on the list was none

Working among their own church 


members the Catholic League per- 
formed a good and worth-while 
service. Even so, the League black- 
balled "The Miracle" about a year 
ago, and when an effort was made 
to bar its showing in the East 
by police order the exhibitors went 
to court. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled for the exhibi- 
tors, holding that in this instance 
the Leauge did not claim the pic- 
* ture was indecent, but objected to 


it on theological grounds. 


The fact that it was a Catholic 


group is beside the point. Protes 
tants given 
censorship powers 


would have fallen irjto error just 
85 inevitably. And I do give the 
Catholics credit for many years 


voluntary policing of the films,

One Sentenced 
for Bigamy, 
Court Adjourns 


Circuit Judge C. R. Huic in a 


special adjourned day' of the Hemp 
stead Circuit Court held Thurs- 
day afternoon sentenced Lee Er- 
nest Smith to three years in the 
penitentiary for Bigamy and one 
year in the penitentiary for aband 
onmcnt of two minor children. 


In 1945 Smith married Dorothy 


Black and two small children were 
born to this marriage. Without the 
formality of a divorce and after 
he had abandoned his first fam- 
ily in 1951 he married Florence 
Bcnton. One child was born to 
this union. 


Then in March, 1952, Smith left 


and went to Portland, Oregon. He 
did not in any way support either 
o£ his wives or any'ol his child- 
ren thereafter.

works — sometimes even the vol-

a case right here in Hope. 


Back in the 1930's a motion pic- 


ture came to the old Saenger thea- 
ter under the name "So This Is 
Africa." It was a Columbia Pic- 
tures production starring the com- 
edy team of Wheeler & Woolsey. 


,-^j But I didn't think it was funny. 
' 
• In fact I wrote in this newspaper 


the following day that it was the 
dirtiest picture I had ever seen — 
and I exercised the seldom-used 
right of a newspaper owner to or- 
der the Wheeler & Woolsey name 
barred from our advertising col- 
umns. 


I was puzzled by the fact that 


most people who saw the picture 
here thought I was overly excited. 
Nevertheless I exercised a judg- 


'•f.mcnt based on a wide acquaintance 


With literature, the stage, and the 
movies. 


Now there was gathering about 


this same time a voluntary nation- 
wide censorship group known as 
the Catholic League of Decency. 
Nine months after I wrote and 
published my own report the Lea 
gue issued a list of the 10 most 
indecent pictures of the year — 
and No. 1 on the list was none 


*tt,other than "So This Is Africa." 
*^' 
Working among their own church 


members the Catholic League per- 
formed a good and worth-while 
service. Even so, the League black- 
balled "The Miracle" about a year 
ago, and when an effort was made 
to bar its showing in the East 
by police order the exhibitors went 
to court. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled for the exhibi- 
tors, holding that in this instance 
the Leauge did not claim the pic- 
* ture was indecent, but objected to 


it on theological grounds. 


The fact that it was a Catholic 


group is beside the point. Protes 
tants given 
censorship powers 


would have fallen irjto error just 
85 inevitably. And I do give the 
Catholics credit for many years 


voluntary policing of the films, 


/beginning with "So This Is Afri- 
ca." Incidentally, that picture cook- 


" ed the comedy team of Wheeler 
!& Woolsey. 


If you don't believe in the power 


of local discussion and voluntary 
censorship let me point out to you 
that once upon a time Wheeler & 
Woolsey starred in that triumph 
of all movie musicals, "Rio Rita' 
r- and then let their talent slip 
until the public ran them off the 
screen. 


One Sentenced 
for Bigamy, 
Court Adjourns 


Circuit Judge C. R. Huic in a 


special adjourned day' of the Hemp 
stead Circuit Court held Thurs- 
day afternoon sentenced Lee Er- 
nest Smith to three years in the 
penitentiary for Bigamy and one 
year in the penitentiary for aband 
onmcnt of two minor children. 


In 1945 Smith married Dorothy 


Black and two small children were 
born to this marriage. Without the 
formality of a divorce and after 
he had abandoned his first fam- 
ily in 1951 he married Florence 
Bcnton. One child was born to 
this union. 


Then in March, 1952, Smith left 


and went to Portland, Oregon. He 
did not in any way support either 
o£ his wives or any'ol his child- 
ren thereafter.

cently returned him to the Hemp- 
stead County Jail after he was 
arrested in Portland at the request 
of Sheriff Claud Sulton on informa- 
tions Tiled in the Circuit Clerk's 
office against him by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney G. W. Lobkadoo.

works — sometimes even the vol-

a case right here in Hope. 


Back in the 1930's a motion pic- 


ture came to the old Saenger thea- 
ter under the name "So This Is 
Africa." It was a Columbia Pic- 
tures production starring the com- 
edy team of Wheeler & Woolsey. 


,-^j But I didn't think it was funny. 
' 
• In fact I wrote in this newspaper 


the following day that it was the 
dirtiest picture I had ever seen — 
and I exercised the seldom-used 
right of a newspaper owner to or- 
der the Wheeler & Woolsey name 
barred from our advertising col- 
umns. 


I was puzzled by the fact that 


most people who saw the picture 
here thought I was overly excited. 
Nevertheless I exercised a judg- 


'•f.mcnt based on a wide acquaintance 


With literature, the stage, and the 
movies. 


Now there was gathering about 


this same time a voluntary nation- 
wide censorship group known as 
the Catholic League of Decency. 
Nine months after I wrote and 
published my own report the Lea 
gue issued a list of the 10 most 
indecent pictures of the year — 
and No. 1 on the list was none 


*tt,other than "So This Is Africa." 
*^' 
Working among their own church 


members the Catholic League per- 
formed a good and worth-while 
service. Even so, the League black- 
balled "The Miracle" about a year 
ago, and when an effort was made 
to bar its showing in the East 
by police order the exhibitors went 
to court. The United States Su- 
preme Court ruled for the exhibi- 
tors, holding that in this instance 
the Leauge did not claim the pic- 
* ture was indecent, but objected to 


it on theological grounds. 


The fact that it was a Catholic 


group is beside the point. Protes 
tants given 
censorship powers 


would have fallen irjto error just 
85 inevitably. And I do give the 
Catholics credit for many years 


voluntary policing of the films, 


/beginning with "So This Is Afri- 
ca." Incidentally, that picture cook- 


" ed the comedy team of Wheeler 
!& Woolsey. 


If you don't believe in the power 


of local discussion and voluntary 
censorship let me point out to you 
that once upon a time Wheeler & 
Woolsey starred in that triumph 
of all movie musicals, "Rio Rita' 
r- and then let their talent slip 
until the public ran them off the 
screen. 


One Sentenced 
for Bigamy, 
Court Adjourns 


Circuit Judge C. R. Huic in a 


special adjourned day' of the Hemp 
stead Circuit Court held Thurs- 
day afternoon sentenced Lee Er- 
nest Smith to three years in the 
penitentiary for Bigamy and one 
year in the penitentiary for aband 
onmcnt of two minor children. 


In 1945 Smith married Dorothy 


Black and two small children were 
born to this marriage. Without the 
formality of a divorce and after 
he had abandoned his first fam- 
ily in 1951 he married Florence 
Bcnton. One child was born to 
this union. 


Then in March, 1952, Smith left 


and went to Portland, Oregon. He 
did not in any way support either 
o£ his wives or any'ol his child- 
ren thereafter. 


Deputy Sheriff Allen Shipp re- 


cently returned him to the Hemp- 
stead County Jail after he was 
arrested in Portland at the request 
of Sheriff Claud Sulton on informa- 
tions Tiled in the Circuit Clerk's 
office against him by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney G. W. Lobkadoo.

Tax Failure at Home 


Has Worked Against 


State and Citizen 


County tax assessors of Arkansas 


reached a creditable conclusion af- 
ter hearing the state's side of the 
money crisis explained to their con- 
vention in Little Rock this week. 
They adopted a resolution recog- 
nizing — 


"The fact that property lax 


assessments 
nnd 
assessment 


records are in deplorable con- 
dition in many counties; that 
grc:\t improvement in the ad- 
ministration 
ot Ihe 
general 


property tax is vitally neces- 
sary to the 
welfare of 
the 


state; and that such improve- 
ment, can be brought about only 
through the co-operative1 effort 
of our citizenship and correc- 
tive a m e n d m e n t s to and 
changes in the constitution and 
laws of this state." 
The 
assessors 
stuck by 
their 


guns, however, in opposing the 
recommendation of the Joint Tax 
Revision Committee that their of- 
fice be filled by a County Selection 
Board instead of by direct 
vote 


of the people. The association state- 
ment said this "would constitute 
an unwarranted invasion of local 
self-government." 


It is to be presumed, however, 


that the assessors agreed with the 
statp-wide committee's recommen- 
dation that the pay and personnel 
and powers of the county tax of- 
fice, whether elective or appoint- 
ive, be increased. 


And as to 
"invasion 
of local 


self-government", 
this is only a 


technical threat. Against this mere 
threat may be set the accomplished 
fact that the breakdown of taxation 
nt the local level has caused "lo- 
cal self-government" to invade the 
state treasury, reducing it to such 
straits that it in turn has been 
compelled to pile double taxation 
upon the individual citizen. 
j 


For instance, 
under Governor' 


Ben Lancy, Arkansas was compell- 
ed- to disallow half of the federal 
income tax as an exemption when 
the citizen files his state income 
tax return. And under Governor 
Sid McMath the state found it nec- 
essary to take away the remaining 
half. So today Arkansas' citizens 
are paying state tax not only on 
that income which they are per- 
mitted to keep but also on tho 
amount whk'h the;-:, pay to the fed 


Hope 
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. 
Likewise, the base of the state's 


2 per cent sales tax has been stead- 
ily broadejicd 
until today it at- 


tempts to cover not merely con- 
sumed 
goods but durable 
goods 


which are also taxed under the ad 
valorem property levy — obviously 
a double tax. Building materials, 
when they go into new construc- 
tion rather than repairs, are a 
case in point. 


Purchases of major 
machinery 


when made outside the state are 


v exempt under the terms of the use 


tax (companion 
measure of the 


sales tax); but as chairman of the 
subcommittee on sales and ciga- 
rette taxes, of the Joint Tax Re- 
vision Committee, I had to enter- 
tain tho complaint of a Fort Smith 
equipment dealer that the exemp- 
tions contained in the use tax but 
forbidden by the sales tax damag- 
ed the business of Arkansas hand- 
lers. Obviously justice demanded 


|.tl that the exemptions of the use tax 
' be applied also to the sales tax, 


but the question of lost revenue if 
this recommendation were made 
deadlocked the 
subcommittee — 


and we had to pass the question 
entirely. 


Furthermore, while the Joint Tax 


Revision Committee decided at the 
last to recommend restoring 100 
per cent deduction of federal tax- 
payments when filing state income 
.returns the committee 
publicly 
|" doubted that it 'was practical to do 


so in the face of a probable loss 
of 4 million dollars' annual reve- 
nue. 


It was the opinion of many that 


if we got the proposed 
property 


tax reform enacted it would be 
a good job well done — and that 
this had to be accomplished before 
there could be any relief on either 
the state income or sales tax ques- 
tions. 


So while we're talking about the 


* threat of the state invading "local 


self-government" 
let's remember 


how a non-working tax system at

local 
level has

rights of the state government and 
the individual citizen to be invad 
ed, not in theory, but in fact.

vor of continueing its investigation 
of U. N. employes." 


Langer previously had declined 


to state his position, of particular 
interest because in the new GOP- 
controlled Senate he will be in line 
to be chairman of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, parent body of 
the internal security unit. 


Langer, one of the two senators 


who voted against ratification of 
the U. N. Charter in July, 1945, 
fought to uphold President Tru- 
man's veto of the Internal Security 
Act written into law in the fall of 
1950. 


During alt all-night Senate ses- 


sion in which a handful of senators 
made a vain effort to rally support 
for Truman's veto, . Langer col- 
lapsed and was carried from the 
chamber on a stretcher. 


His strong opposition to the act 


raised doubts as to whether 
he 


would favor continuance of the in- 
ternal security subcommittee, set 
up late in 1950 to police enforce- 
ment of the new law and to in- 
vestigate subversive activities gen- 
erally. 


Altogether, the Senate has voted 


the subcommittee $443,800 for its 
probes. Its authority will expire 
on Dec. 31, but Sen. Ferguson 
(R-Mich.), said yesterday he will 
introduce a resolution to 
restore 


it after the next Congress con- 
venes Jan. 3. 


Langer is not now a member of 


the subcommittee and he declined 
to say whether, as chairman of 
the judiciary committee, he would 
take over direction of the internal 
security investigating unit.

First Fruit of Eisenhower's 
Journey Should Be Unity- 
Something Lacking Before

NEVJpYORK l/n — Gen. Eisen- 


hower's campaign bombshell —his 
promise to go to Korea if elected 
President 
—has been kept. 


One of the most dramatic jour- 


neys of our generation is over. 
What will be' the results? 


The final fruits of his visit to 


the bitter Korean peninsula 
can 


be expected to mature slowly. The 
situation there is too complex to 
be solved by pulling a rabbit out 
of the hat, and Eisenhower 
has 


wisely warned he has no ready 
tricks up his sleeve to end the war. 


The great danger of his voyage 


to see the facts at first-hand is 
public impatience, a letdown into 
dissillusionment. The hopes of man 
rode with him, and the hopes of 
some were too high. There was 
even considerable hysteria in the 
minds of many mothers, who per- 
sonally believed that world peace 
and their sons would follow the 
general home on the next plane. 


Eisenhower himself, of 
course, 


encouraged no such illusions. His 
own son is with a frontline divi- 
sion, and he has seen too much 
service to promise an easy solution 
to a problem that has battled some 
of the best military leaders who 
helped him forge victory in Europe 
in the last war. 


The present Eight Army Com- 


mander, Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
has a son missing in combat in 
Kora. The U. S. Arrny itself — 
the career soldiers — suffered a 
high rate of casualties, particular- 
ly in the first six months of the 
war. 


The war has now dragged into 


its 30th month. What Gen. Ike! 
wanted to do —and now has done) 
— was to make a personal tour of 
the battle area, and get the pic- 
ture of the stalemate there through 
his own eyes, unprejudiced by pri- 
or commitments to any single 
course of action. 


U is UQHfcely that any possible 


measures he feels should 


be taken will become apparent im- 
mediately. In 
war 
things 
don't 


usually go that way. U requires 
time and planning to carry out 
any major decision. 


Thus it seems highly probably 


that the war will go on for a while 
much as it has been for 
many 


months, barring the launching of 
a gigantic offensive by the mil- 
lion man Chinese Red Army. The 
Korean 
landscape 
is 
forbidding 


enough in summer. In winter its 
frozen hills form even more ter- 
rible obstacles to widespread of- 
fensive operations. 


But while Eisenhower's journey 


may immediately disappoint those 
who built their hopes too high it 
already has two heartening 
ef- 
fects: 


1. It has given the troops in Ko- 


rea a tremendous morale lift. 


X. It has brought "the forgotten 


war 
into the hearts and minds of 


minions of Americans in a memo- 
rable way. For too long it has been 
a matter of personal concern only 
to the men who fought there, and 
their families and loved ones at 
home. 
. 


An even greater result is 
that 


it is likely to take the whole ques- 
tion of the conduct of the war out 
of the realm of partisan politics. 


Eisenhower is a symbol of vic- 


tory. He is firmly trusted by most 
of America's allies as well as by 
the American people. They have 
faith in his military judgment. 
Whatever final course he and his 
advisers decide should be taken, 
the average man 
will 
probably 


say: "If Ike says that's the best 
way, then it must be the thing to 
do. He was right before." 


The first fruit of his journey 


should be unity. That has been 
sorely lacking in the Korean War. 
Now the American people have no 
choice1 except to line up solidly 
behind the hero who has always 
te£ them tc ' '
